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Cathedral is about to 
become film set again

FILM crews will be descending on 
Ely in a matter of days to shoot 
scenes for a major new Netflix dra¬ 
ma. 

The city’s cathedral has once 
again been chosen as a movie loca¬ 
tion, and this time it is for the ea¬ 
gerly-anticipated new drama, The 
Crown. 

In a letter addressed to ‘The resi¬ 
dents in the vicinity of Ely Cathe¬ 
dral’ and obtained by Ely News, 
Chris Johnston, location manager 
for Left Bank Pictures, based in 
Hertfordshire, said: “Left Bank Pic¬ 
tures is in the production stages 
of a new Netflix drama called The 
Crown." 

Mr Johnston, who was also loca¬ 
tion manager for Macbeth, scenes 
for which were filmed at the cathe¬ 
dral last year, says: “Written by Pe¬ 
ter Morgan, the Oscar nominated 
writer of The Queen and Frost Nix¬ 
on, and directed by Stephen Dald- 
ry, the director of Billy Elliot, The 
Hours and the West End play, The 
Audience, The Crown is intended 


to be an ambitious, dramatic ac¬ 
count of the post war history of our 
country told from the perspectives 
of The Queen and her prime min¬ 
isters. 

“The first season depicts the pe¬ 
riod 1952-1958 and will film from 
July 2015 until March 2016. 

“We would like to film a num¬ 
ber of scenes of The Crown in and 


around Ely Cathedral in mid Au¬ 
gust.” 

Filming is scheduled to take place 
from Monday, August 17 through to 
Friday, August 21 - however setting 
up on Cross Green is expected to 
start this Saturday. 

Mr Johnston says the plan is to 
film inside the cathedral on the 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and

Friday, and to film both inside 
and outside the building on the 
Wednesday. 

As a result, Left Bank Pictures 
have applied to the county council 
to implement a ‘stop go traffic con¬ 
trol’ in The Gallery on the Wednes¬ 
day. 

Mr Johnston says: “The purpose 
of this is to allow filming of a peri¬ 
od nature (1950s) without modern 
cars passing in the background. 

“The stop periods will be for a 
maximum of two minutes when 
filming is taking place and then 
traffic will be allowed to flow nor¬ 
mally.” 

He added: “So much of what we 


do is only possible with the co-op¬ 
eration of local residents and we 
hope we can demonstrate to you 
that, despite the increased activity 
in the area, the filming can be car¬ 
ried out in a professional and cour¬ 
teous manner.” 

The cathedral has always been a 
favourite with both local residents 
and tourists, but it is becoming in¬ 
creasingly popular with filmmak¬ 
ers. 

Two Hollywood films with scenes 
set in the cathedral are being re¬ 
leased this year alone. 

Six movies filmed in the 12th cen¬ 
tury building include Elizabeth, The 
Golden Age, The Kings Speech, Ju¬ 
piter Ascending, The Other Boleyn 
Girl, The Other Man and Macbeth. 

Filming for Macbeth saw Michael 
Fassbender and Marion Cotillard 
coming to Ely last year. 

Both Ely Cathedral’s Lady Chapel 
and the Nave feature in the film, 
due to be released in October. 

According to national reports, 
The Crown is costing around £100 
million to produce and the Queen 
will be portrayed by at least three 
different actresses, none of whom 
have yet been revealed.

A GROUP of men stole a 
woman’s mobile phone 
while she ate at a restaurant 
in Ely - but she managed to 
get it back after confronting 
them. 

The incident happened 
in Prezzo, in High Street, at 
around 5.30pm on Sunday 
and has triggered a warning 
from police. 

Lucy Boldisova, who was 
duty manager at the restau¬ 
rant at the time, said: “Two 
men who did not speak 
much English came into the 
restaurant and asked for a 
table for two people. 

“Another two men then 
came in to meet them so I 
asked them if they wanted a 
table for four. They said they 
just wanted a table for two, 
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which I found strange. 

“They approached three 
women who were hav¬ 
ing lunch and started to 
wave menus and vouchers 
around in their face and 
they were speaking loudly, 
asking them what they were 
eating. 

“With that they then start¬ 
ed to head towards the door 
without ordering anything 
and said they’d come back 
later. That’s when one of the 
women realised her mobile 
phone had been stolen from 
the table. 

“She and one of the other 
women ran after them and 
after a lot of shouting one 


of the men gave the phone 
back. Even though she got 
the phone back she said she 
was going to report it to po¬ 
lice. It was shocking and re¬ 
ally quite stressful.” 

A police spokeswoman 
described the men as “for¬ 
eign with a tanned complex¬ 
ion, wearing jeans and navy 
T-shirts”. 

She said: “One person 
reported seeing one of the 
men take the phone from a 
table but put it back shortly 
after. 

“There are simple meas¬ 
ures people can take to pre¬ 
vent themselves becoming 
a victim, such as keeping 
valuables out of sight and 
zipping bags up where pos¬ 
sible.”

FATAL CRASH 

Couple's 
funeral is 
next week 


THE funeral service for a popular 
couple from Prickwillow who 
were killed in a horrific car crash 
is being held next week. 

William Dyal, 77, known to 
most as John, and his wife, 

Helen, 75, were among four 
people who died in a two- 
vehicle collision on the B1102 
Freckenham Road in Worlington, 
near Mildenhall, on the evening 
of Friday, July 17. 

Friends Matthew Grant, 24, 
and Chris Merchant, 28, both 
from Mildenhall, who were in 
the other car, were also killed. 

Mr Dyal was a retired art 
teacher. He worked at Littleport 
Village College and when it 
closed in 1986 he and his fellow 
staff and pupils moved over to 
what is now Ely College. Mrs 
Dyal was a retired fashion and 
graphic designer. 

The couple's death has 
not only left their family, 
including two daughters and 
grandchildren, devastated but 
the wider East Cambridgeshire 
community, including the 
thousands of people who were 
taught by Mr Dyal. 

The funeral service is 
being held at Cambridge 
Crematorium's West Chapel 
on Wednesday, August 12 at 
2.15pm.

Two injured 
in hit-and-run 


TWO motorcyclists were in¬ 
jured in a hit-and-run colli¬ 
sion near Sutton on Sunday. 

Emergency services, in¬ 
cluding police, the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) and Magpas 
Helimedix, were called to an 
accident involving an orange 
Kawasaki motorcycle and a 
gold Renault Clio in Ely Road 

Two crashes 

EMERGENCY services dealt 
with two crashes on the A10 
at Stretham within less than 
an hour. 

A three vehicle collision in¬ 
volving a Skodia Fabia, Ford 
Fiesta and Chevrolet Kalos 
occurred in Cambridge Road 
at around 1.50pm on Mon¬ 
day. 

An EEAST spokeswoman 
said that a woman in her 40s 
and two children aged 13 
and nine were treated at the 
scene for “minor injuries”. 

At around 2.20pm a Mer¬ 
cedes A180 CDI then left the 
road around half a mile fur¬ 
ther down the A10 towards 
Cambridge. 

A police spokeswoman 
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at the junction with Witcham 
Toll at around 1.20pm. 

Two motorcyclists, a man 
and woman aged in their 50s, 
were taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by land ambulance. 

An EEAST spokeswoman

said that the car flipped sev¬ 
eral times before landing in 
a ditch. 

The spokeswoman said 
that one person was in the 
vehicle at the time and that 
their injuries were not be¬ 
lieved to be serious. 

At around 5.30pm on 
Monday a Ford Zetec and 


said that their condition on 
arrival at Addenbrooke’s was 
“serious but stable”. 

A police spokeswoman 
confirmed that the Clio 
failed to stop at the scene of 
the collision. 

Anyone who witnessed 
the collision or who has any 
information is urged to call 
police on 101. 


Volkswagen Touran then col¬ 
lided on the A142 at Stunt- 
ney. 

An EEAST spokesman said 
that two adults and a child 
were treated at the scene for 
minor injuries. A man in his 
40s had to be taken to Ad¬ 
denbrooke’s last Wednesday 
after his car left the road and 
crashed into a garden in Put¬ 
ney Hill Road, Prickwillow, at 
around 5.30pm. 

Firefighters from Ely and 
Littleport used specialist 
cutting equipment to free 
the man from the vehicle.

Plans receive 
local support 


RESIDENTS have voiced 
their support for plans to 
build more than 50 retire¬ 
ment flats in Ely. 

Your Life Management 
Services Ltd, a partnership 
between Somerset Care and 
Dorset-based retirement 
apartment developers, Mc¬ 
Carthy and Stone, applied to 
build 57 self-contained re¬ 
tirement apartments at the 
G&J Peck site in Lisle Lane 
back in June. 

The proposals were sub¬ 
mitted less than two years 
after McCarthy and Stone 
was in a long-running plan¬ 
ning battle to turn Croy- 
lands, a former vicarage in 
Ely’s Cambridge Road, into 
retirement flats. 

The plans proved to be 
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one of the most controver¬ 
sial planning applications 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council had ever re¬ 
ceived. 

But the Lisle Lane scheme 
has received a warmer wel¬ 
come from residents. 

In a letter to the council, 
Valerie and Graham Cant, 
of Lynn Road, said: “We do 
hope this planning goes 
ahead after the disappoint¬ 
ment of the previous appli¬ 
cation in Cambridge Road. 

“With Ely growing at the 
current rate, we feel very 
strongly that this type of 


amenity is much needed for 
the real and long term fu¬ 
ture.” 

Mr D Elwood, of James Es¬ 
sex Drive, said: “I think this 
is an excellent project and it 
is what Ely has needed for a 
long time. It’s in a nice loca¬ 
tion.” 

D Halsall, of Lisle Lane, 
added: “This project is an 
ideal redevelopment for the 
site.” 

If approved, the develop¬ 
ment would also boast a 
communal lounge and res¬ 
taurant, an internal refuse 
room, a laundry room, ac¬ 
commodation to allow for 
24-hour staffing and a bat¬ 
tery car charging store. 

The final decision lies 
with the district council.

Arsonists blamed for grass fires in Soham and Isleham

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said: "About 100 square- 
metres of grassland was well alight 
and the fire was spreading rapidly 
owing to the wind conditions. 

"A second field was also affected 


and crews used four hose reels and 
beaters to extinguish the fire. They 
returned to stations by 10.05pm."

Have your 
say on new 
ward plans 

RESIDENTS have just weeks 
left to have their say on plans 
for new ward patterns for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council.

Government Boundary 
Commission for England is 
asking people for their help to 
draw up a new pattern of wards 
for the authority. 

As well as certain wards being 
altered, the commission is also 
recommending that the number 
of district councillors should be 
reduced from 39 to 27. 

Max Caller, chair of the 
commission, said: "We want 
to hear local views on where 
people think the focal point of 
their community is and where 
the natural boundaries between 
communities might lie. 

"We will try to ensure that 
each councillor represents 
roughly the same number of 
voters. We also aim to produce a 
pattern of wards that reflects the 
interests and identities of local 
communities." 

The commision's 
recommendations will be 
published in November when 
another consultation will then be 
launched.

I was disappointed that in every 
church cemetery the gravestones, 
through wear and tear over the ages, 
were quite unreadable, not like the 
gravestones of around the same time 
as here where I live. 

However,the four churches at Mepal, 
Chatteris, Wilburton and Haddenham 
I visited were unlocked so it indeed 
made up for the disappointment, as I 
was actually standing where my great 
grandparents and others before stood 
when they were either baptised, 
married and buried all those years 
ago. 

Overall,visiting the places where my 
ancestors once lived and died was 
a very moving experience for me 
and I still had plenty of time for Ely 
Cathedral, the Museum there and 
Oliver Cromwell's house, all great 
historical and interesting places to 
visit. 

My total lasting impression of the 
people I met in and around Ely was 
that they were so friendly and so 
interested in me having travelled 
hundreds of miles to find out where 
my forebears once lived.

Ouse Washes Landscape 
Partnership 

Support your 
organic farmers 

FARMS in four counties - Suffolk, 
Cambridgeshire, Hertfordshire and 
Bedfordshire will have access to 
neonicotinoid-treated oilseed rape 
this autumn under 'emergency-use' 
legislation (5% of oil seed planting) 
Neonicotinoid pesticides are a newer 
class of chemicals that are applied to 
seeds before planting. 

This allows the pesticide to be taken 
up through the plant's vascular system 
as it grows, where it is expressed 
in the nectar and the pollen. These 
pesticides are highly toxic to bees 
because they are systemic, water 
soluble and pervasive. 

They get into soil and groundwater 
where they can accumulate and 
remain for many years and present 
long-term toxicity to the hive as 
well as other species such as song 
birds, butterflies, earthworms, snails, 
aquatic invertebrates and other 
wildlife. 

Researchers at the University of St 
Andrews and Dundee have provided 
scientific evidence that low levels 


of these insecticides are enough to 
damage the bee brain. 

Jean-Marc Bonmatin with the 
National Centre for Scientific 
Research said 'We are witnessing 
a threat to the productivity of our 
natural and farmed environment 
equivalent to that posed by 
organophosphates or DDT... Far 
from protecting food production, the 
use of neonicotinoid insecticides is 
threatening the very infrastructure 
which enables it.' 

The Department for Environment 
Food and Rural Affairs (DEFRA) 
conducted a consultation on a draft 
of the National Pollinator strategy 
with the final version to be published 
in the Autumn. 

It has been suggested that DEFRA 
relies too heavily on corporate 
funding from pesticide manufacturers 
which threatens the integrity of the 
research. 

Two of the largest pesticide 
manufacturers have purchased 
leading bee research firms ostensibly 
to study colony collapse disorder and 
other bee research. 

Clearly bee research needs to 
be conducted by independent 
organisations not by the very 
manufacturers of the pesticides 
contributing to their demise. 

What can we do - as far as is possible 
support organic farmers and growers 
at local farmer's markets, buy from 
farm shops, cut the use of toxic 
chemicals in your home and on your 
lawns and use only organic, all¬ 
natural forms of pest control. 

Better yet get rid of your lawn 
altogether and plant a garden or 
other natural habitat.

He was also convicted of 
driving with no insurance, 
and driving with a provi¬ 
sional licence. The offences 
happened on June 21. 

In a verbal report, a pro¬ 
bation officer told the court 
that Stepakovas, who lives 
with his wife and daugh¬ 
ter, had been in the garden 


on the day of the incident, 
which was Lithuanian Fa¬ 
ther’s Day. The rest of his 
family are back in his home 
country, and he provides 
for everyone by working 
at an aviation company in 
Waterbeach, she said. 

Stepakovas was sen¬ 
tenced to 20 weeks in pris¬ 
on, suspended for a year, 
alongside his driving ban. 

He has also been fined 
£300 for driving with no 
insurance, ordered to pay 
£150 court charge, £85 
costs and £80 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Sentencing guidelines 
state that the minimum 12 
month ban for drink-driv¬ 
ing is increased to 3 years 
if there are two convictions 
within 10 years. A medical 
examination must also be 
passed to get a driving li¬ 
cence back.

Assault in shop 
over 60 p drink 


A SHOPKEEPER was 
punched in the face by a 
customer - following a dis¬ 
pute over a 60p soft drink. 

Robert Mace, of Lawn 
Lane, Little Downham, 
pleaded guilty to assault by 
beating at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates Court. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said that Mace visited the 
Spa and Subway on Ely High 
Street on June 29 when a 
row broke out. 

He said: “The shop has an 
arrangement where you can 
serve yourself with a drink 
but you must pay first. 

“Mace had wanted to buy

a drink but he did not have 
enough money. He pulled 
the lever so the drink spilled 
all over the floor.” 

When approached by the 
shopkeeper, Mace then be¬ 
came “violent” and pushed 
him in the ribs. He then 
slapped him in the face and 
punched him. 

A victim statement from 
the shopkeeper was read 
out in court and said: “The 
incident started over 60p 
and I tried to do my per¬ 


sonal best to deal with him 
without any confrontation. 

“I had two 14-year-old 
work experience boys in the 
shop at the time and they 
were shocked. I am respon¬ 
sible for their safety.” 

Monica Lentin, mitigat¬ 
ing, told the court that Mace 
had enough money to pay 
for the drink, and that there 
had been a “misunderstand¬ 
ing” between the two men. 

Mace was fined £75 and 
ordered to pay £100 com¬ 
pensation to the victim. He 
will also pay a court charge 
of £150, costs of £85 and a 
victim surcharge of £20.

She said: “I’d wanted to take on 


this challenge for a few years but I 
never seemed to have enough time. 
But what I’ve realised is that just 
wanting to do something doesn’t 
get anyone anywhere. 

“There’s always the need to take 
steps forward and that is what I fi¬ 
nally did thanks to some inspiring 
friends of mine and, unfortunately, 


sad news of another family mem¬ 
ber, my uncle, who is currently 
fighting prostate cancer. 

“This certainly won’t be my last 
fundraising challenge - I’m hoping 
to do something again next year, 
perhaps for a children’s charity.”

have your say 


RESIDENTS and organisa¬ 
tions are being given the 
chance to help shape the fu¬ 
ture of the rail line between 
Ely and Peterborough. 

Rail Minister Claire Perry 
has announced plans to 
designate the 29-mile route, 
known as the Hereward line, 
as a community rail service. 

If the plans come to frui¬ 
tion, they would allow the 
local community to design 
their own train services, 
which the government says 
would help increase pas¬ 
senger numbers, improve 
connectivity to key desti¬ 
nations and boost the local 
economy. 

A public consultation is 
now underway. 

Mrs Perry said: “We know 
how important this line is 
to local communities in the 
Fenland area, and it’s right 
that passengers have a big¬ 
ger say in shaping its future. 

“By designating the Here¬ 
ward line as a community 
rail service, we can breathe 
new life into this route, en-

sure its long term future, 
and improve connections 
that will help grow the local 
economy.” 

If the plans go ahead, the 
train companies will con¬ 
tinue to operate the service 

- which also calls at Whit- 
tlesea, March and Manea 

- with the support of the 
Hereward Community Rail 
Partnership. 

Infrastructure such as 
track and signalling would 
remain under the authority 
of Network Rail. 

Community Rail Partner¬ 
ships are made up of lo¬ 
cal councils, community 
groups and other volun¬ 
teers, to decide how lines 
should be run. 

The government says that 
research shows Community 
Rail Partnerships are “good 
value for money and sup¬ 
port economic, social and 
environmental develop¬ 


ment in local areas”. 

Nineteen rail lines around 
the country have been des¬ 
ignated as community lines 
since 2005, along with a fur¬ 
ther 20 as community rail 
services since then. 

These include the Wherry 
Lines services between Nor¬ 
wich, Yarmouth and Lowest¬ 
oft, which were designated 
in February 2007, and the 
East Suffolk Lines between 
Ipswich, Felixstowe and 
Lowestoft, designated as 
community rail services in 
February 2015. 

The eight-week consulta¬ 
tion runs until midnight on 
September 25.

Or if there is outside 
noise such as traffic or aircraft play 
calm music to deflect attention. 

Finally don’t forget the first 
impression. You will never have 
a second chance. Most unkempt 
front gardens precede an unkempt 
house. Cut the grass, prune the 
plants, hide the dustbin and paint 
the front door. Store away the red 
plastic slide that had faded to pink 
in the sun. 

Follow these rules, price sensibly 
and you should be on your way and 
always remember that if you don’t 
love where you live no one else will.

Summer on the stage

A BOOK charting the life of Nick Clegg's 
great-great-aunt doesn't exactly promise 
to be the most riveting of reads. Whatever 
next? The Life and Times of David Cameron's 
Second Cousin Twice Removed ? I bet you're 
chomping at the bit to pick up a copy. . . 

But Baroness Moura Budberg was no ordinary 
cuddly aunt; in fact, she was no ordinary woman. 
A socialite, hedonist and notorious seductress, she 
spied for Lenin, had affairs with Maxim Gorky and 
H.G. Wells, and was a mystery to everyone who 
knew her, even her closest friends and family. 

In short, she's pretty much ideal fodder for a 
book, as Ely author Jeremy Dronfield explains. 
"What I look for in a story is a really intense 
character and a really intense, satisfying 
and gripping story with patterns, 
connections and coincidences you 
wouldn't think you'd find in real 
life, and Moura's story had all of 
those things. 

"It was very Anna Karenina 
meets Doctor Zhivago/' he 
chuckles. 

It was a writer called Deborah 
McDonald who first introduced 
Jeremy to Moura, discovering 
her while researching H.G. Wells. 
"She'd set out to write a book 
about H.G. Wells' various women, 
but when it came to doing Moura, 
there was so much 
there she thought 
she deserved a 
book of her 
own," Jeremy 
explains.

material and hand-written letters, she eventually 
started to unravel the mysterious life of this 
fascinating lady. A draft manuscript was produced 
and passed on to Jeremy, "and it went from 
there," he smiles. "I worked through all the 
primary material, got myself familiar with the 
story and then, using Debbie's manuscript as a 
template, started writing. 

"It excited me and I knew immediately I wanted 
to be involved. The more I burrowed into it the 
better it got." 

A story of love, betrayal and espionage, it was 
too good a tale not to tell, so, alongside Deborah, 
that's exactly what he did. The result is A Very 
Dangerous Woman: The Lives, Loves and Lies of 
Russia's Most Seductive Spy, a gripping retelling of 
Moura's life. 

And a rather extraordinary life it was too. 

Born in the Poltava region of Ukraine in 1892 
(to "indulgence, pleasure and selfishness"), Maria 
Ignatievna Zakrevskay, or simply Moura to friends, 
was the youngest daughter of a Russian nobleman 
and diplomat who had links to the tsar. Aware of 
her, shall we say, irresistible charms from an early 
age, her need to be at the centre of a social whirl 
was intense, and her ability to delight and seduce 
quite remarkable. 

Aged 18, she married Estonian aristocrat Djon 
Alexandrovich von Benckendorff, and by Moura's 
early twenties, the couple had three children and 
several extravagant homes. It was not the happiest 
of marriages, and when she started working at the 
British Embassy in St Petersburg as a translator, a 


series of affairs with powerful men soon followed. 

One such man was British adventurer, diplomat 
and secret agent Robert Bruce Lockhart, who 
arrived in revolutionary Russia in January 1918. 

His official mission: Britain's envoy to the new 
Bolshevik government. His true mission: to create 
a network of agents, plot the assassination of Lenin 
and overthrow the Bolsheviks. 

The pair fell in love, and a passionate affair 
ensued. But what Lockhart didn't know was that 
Moura was spying on him for the Bolsheviks, and 
what Moura didn't know was that as Lockhart's 
plan unravelled and he was seized she would end 
up sacrificing herself to save his life. "It was this 
romance, set against the backdrop of the Russian 
Revolution, which really sold it to me because 
it was so perfect," Jeremy explains. "This selfish, 
exploitative woman who ends up sacrificing 
herself for this man who then betrays her." 

Lockhart returned to his wife and, broken¬ 
hearted, Moura fled to England where she lived 
a life of exile. There were a string of besotted 
lovers who visited her flat in Kensington "to drink 
vodka and be enchanted", but none compared 
to her one true love. "I think most of all she 
wanted to be valued as a woman. Men found 
her incredibly attractive, but most men's view of 
her stopped there," Jeremy says. "H.G. Wells was 
besotted with her, but he had no respect for her 
as a person; for her intellect, whereas Lockhart 
did value her mind and her knowledge and I think 
that's why she was so smitten by him." 

There were rumours which surfaced about

Moura throughout her life, some admittedly 
Moura constructed herself, but during this 
time they were particularly rife. She had 
been a spy, a betrayer, a double agent and 
worked for MI5 and the KGB. . . nobody 
knew for sure, and, Jeremy admits, it made 
separating fact and fiction rather tricky. 

"There was a lot of mystery surrounding 
her and we had to work out what was 
plausible based on what we knew about her 
as a character," he explains. "There are some 
things you suspect are not true, but they are 
such good stories. Like when she claimed to 
have a confrontation with Mussolini in Italy 
in the 1930s, a story she told herself in an 
interview in the 70s, so I put it in the book 
but with disclaimers around it. 

"She consciously shaped her life, and 
often talked about creating an artistic truth 
about herself. So whether it was saying 
goodbye to Lockhart at a railway station or a 
farewell on a mountainside, she wasn't just 
someone who told a lie, she actually acted it 
out to give her life this artistic shape." 

These fables and fabrications caused many 
to dismiss her as a fraud, but Jeremy doesn't 
share the same view, admitting he found 
himself becoming fiercely protective of her 
over the course of writing the book. "A lot of 
people found it quite easy to dismiss her as 
a selfish survivor, exploitative and ruthless, 
but tend not to account for what she went 
through and she did go through some pretty 
terrible stuff," he explains. 

"You do become quite protective of the 
characters, the deeper you burrow into 
them, and I did get quite annoyed when 
people wrote her off. You have to take a 
step back from that and not get too attached 
because you end up overlooking the bad 
points, and I wanted to present her three 
dimensionally." 

Jeremy, who was all set for an academic 
career after studying at archaeology at 


Cambridge, admits he drifted into writing, 
quite by chance, his first novel, The Locust 
Farm published in 1998. "I had fantasies 
about writing books when I was a little kid, 
without really knowing how I'd ever do it." 

Three more novels followed, and then in 
2000, after watching the Ewan McGregor 
film The Ghost Writer, Jeremy decided to 
give ghosting a go. 

"I did a few confidential ghost writing 
projects, and then started doing something 
in between ghostwriting and biographies, 
and as far as I know I'm the only person in 
the business who does it." 

Jeremy has uncovered some fascinating 
individuals along the way. The first was 
Second World War bomber pilot and 
American hero Captain Robert Trimble. 

"He was sent on a secret mission to rescue 
POWs on the Eastern Front, and I wrote a 
book called Beyond the Call about this guy's 
amazing story with his son," Jeremy says. 

Next was a biography on art patron 
Peter Watson called Queer Saint, "another 
fascinating character," Jeremy admits. 

"He was the love of Cecil Beaton's life and 
launched Lucian Freud and Francis Bacon's 
careers but ended up being murdered in the 
bath by a jealous boyfriend in 1956." 

He's currently writing about a Dr James 
Barry: "A young Irish woman who disguised 
herself as a man to study medicine and 
ended up having a lifelong career as a 
surgeon in the British Army." 

It is, Jeremy concedes, an immense 
privilege to get a glimpse into the lives of 
some "amazing people." 

"I've been really lucky to come across 
a collection of such great stories. It's 
immensely rewarding when you discover 
the story initially, delving into it, and 
piecing together the life of these incredible 
characters," he concludes. "It's something I 
never imagined I'd be able to do. . ."

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Towing tips for those 
on a caravan vacation 



C ONTROLLING two vehicles might sound 
daunting, but all it takes is a little extra 
preparation and precaution. With the 
summer holidays underway, The Caravan Club 
has put together a list of towing tips and advice for 
those who are planning a road trip this summer. 

The Caravan Club recommends the following 
advice to ensure the perfect getaway: 

Planning 

• Before setting off make sure that the caravan is 
correctly hitched up to the towing vehicle, also 
check the lights, tyre pressure, caravan wheel 
fixing torques and breakaway cable 
• Use extension mirrors when towing to ensure a 
good rearview. These are a legal requirement for 
most car-caravan combinations 
• Remember not to panic if the caravan being 
towed begins to swing slightly, this can happen 
particularly in cross winds or if a large vehicle is 
alongside. Gently slow down without braking or 
trying to steer and the sway should disappear. 

Weight considerations 
• Check the weight of the vehicle being towed to 
ensure your car is capable of towing it. There's 
more advice on towing safely on The Caravan 
Club's 'experience freedom' website. 

Braking distances & manoeuvring 
• When controlling two vehicles, it is important to 


allow more time and space 

• Brake earlier than normal and allow more 
time to accelerate. Also, due to the size of the 
combination, make sure corners are taken more 
widely. 

Legal requirements 

• It is a requirement for the towed vehicle to 
display a legal number plate which matches the 
car towing it 

• Legal speed limits are often lower when towing, 
so it is important to check before setting off 

• Do not carry passengers in the caravan when 
towing - it is illegal and dangerous.

Goodjohn on track for 
his professional debut 

A STEELY resolve and a determina¬ 
tion to succeed has helped Liam 
Goodjohn get back on track for his 
professional debut. 

The Wentworth boxer has a con¬ 
firmed fight at York Hall for November 
7 and could not be happier with how 
things have fallen into place. 

He has recovered from a collapsed 
lung, started to regain his fitness and 
with a marriage as well as his fight to 
look forward to, the welterweight 
has all the motivation he needs. 

“I feel fantastic,” said Goodjohn. 

“If anything what has happened 
has spurred me on. It’s a good story

and any rise to greatness is always 
filled with setbacks. It’s a nice feeling 
to now have confidence in my body.” 

It has not been easy, and while 
Goodjohn never seriously con¬ 
sidered quitting, he admitted that 
recovering from the collapsed lung 
and a subsequent operation to 
prevent it happening again had 
been a huge challenge. 

“It has been hard,” he continued. 

“After a couple of weeks of 
sitting on the sofa I was raring to go. 
I started light running and for the 


first couple of weeks it was hard be¬ 
cause I hadn’t been able to keep fit. 

“There have been tough times but 
it’s all coming together quite nicely.” 

Goodjohn, 29, first suffered a col¬ 
lapsed lung three years ago but after 
a brief spell on the sidelines he was 
back in the gym again and contin¬ 
ued to box as normal. 

But when it happened again in 
April, shortly before he was due to 
make his professional debut, doctors 
advised him to have an operation. 

Goodjohn agreed, but the fight 
was cancelled and he faced weeks 
out of action while he recovered. 


“The doctors said it would be at 
least two months before I could train,” 
he said. “But I’ve been training for a 
while now and am back to running. 
I’ve been able to get back into it quick¬ 
er than I imagined. I’m three weeks 
ahead of where I thought I’d be.” 

A return to light sparring marked 
a significant step up in training and 
with the date of his fight confirmed 
his motivation is getting stronger. 

“Having the date gives me extra 
drive,” added Goodjohn, whose last 
fight was an amateur contest in May 
last year. “I now have something 
definite to work towards.”
